at Guerrero, and that amputation of 
his leg will be necessary. 


Villa Killed Five Foreigners. 
El Paso, April I —The story of the 
m urder of three Americans, one Ger­ 
man and one Englishman, at Minaca, 
which was brought here from Chihua­ 
hua, is accepted as authentic by fed­ 
eral officials. 
The bandit’s victims were:

min Snell, Lee Lindeslev, Dr. A. T. 
Stell, American; 
Herman 
Blanken- 
burg, German, and Donald McGregor 
a Scotchman. 
Two other Americans 
were in Minaca, but their fate is un­ 
known. 
The news was brought to 
Chihuahua by J. H. Locke, the only 
American known to have escaped.

Villa captured Minaoa, Guerrero 
and San Ysidro Monday, according to 
the story. 
Everywhere he went he 
announced his intention of killing all

London, April I.—One 
of 
the five 
Zeppelins which visited the eastern 
counties last night, dropping ninety 
bombs, w\as damaged by British air­ 
craft guns and came 
down 
off the 
Thames and surrendered to British 
patrol boats. 
The 
crewr wras saved, 
hut the airship broke up 
and sank. 
The raid of last night was the twren- 
ty-second of the war. The lost Zeppe­ 
lin was the third of her class to come 
to grief in these raids. 
It was an 
ideal night for the raid. Everything 
was in favor of the aircraft, includ­ 
ing the 
atmospheric 
pressure 
and 
the lightness of the wind. 
Twfenty-eight 
persons were killed 
and 44 injured in the air raid, accord­ 
ing to 
unofficial 
statem ents given 
out this morning. 
It was officially announced this af­ 
ternoon that the Zeppelin which fell 
into the sea was the L-15. The iden­ 
tity of the wrecked Zeppelin was dis­ 
closed in the following statement: 
“Fifty-four explosive 
bombs were 
dropped over the 
eastern 
counties 
and 22 over the northeast counties. 
The L-15 was hit near 
the 
tail by 
gun fire over 
the 
eastern counties 
and dropped over Kent.” 
A machine gun and some ammuni­ 
tion were dropped by this airship. 
The dirigibles came 
in over the 
coast early in the evening, and sail­ 
ing high, divided their forcer. Those 
who saw them say they were larger 
than those

previously. 
They 
kept at such a height that they wrere 
out of range of guns as they passed 
inland. During the evening Zeppelins 
were reported at various points. 
It 
was not until after midnight that an­ 
nouncement was made of 
their de­

known that one Zeppelin had come 
down, and the public believed 
they 
had all escaped. 
An eye witness of a Zeppelin in 
flight and its

a thrilling one. The Zeppelin flew’ at 
a considerable height. The glitter of 
its surface as it passed overhead at­ 
tracted the attention of the hundreds 
who came out of doors to

CHICAGG-MiaMI MOTOR BOAL 


Details of W ork in Various Localities 
— Progress Made in Construction 
Is Remarkable. 


That the Dixie highway is a road 
that has appealed to the people both 
North and South of the Mason and 
Dixon line is evidenced by a report 
from the offices of the Dixie highway 
association, located at Chattanooga, 
to the effect that fifty counties alone 
have spent more than $1,765,200 on tin 
Chicago-Miami motor thoroughfare in 
the last six months and are preparing 
to spend $6,931,000 during the coming 
year, writes J. C. Burton in Chicago 
Daily News. 
As tho fifty counties reporting to 
the association represent less than a 
third of the total counties that are 
crossed by the road that links North 
and South, it w’ould not be unreason 
able to estimate that approximately 
$5,300,000 has been expended on the 
Dixie highway to date and that $20,- 
793,000 w ill be used to put the thor 
oughfaro in shape in 1916. 
W hen 
it is considered that the 
Dixie highway was routed only eight 
months ago, the progress made iii its 
construction is remarkable. The large 
mileage of permanent roads bui t oi 
under contract is an indication or th* 
wonderful advancement made in such 
a short time. 
The fifty counties re­ 
ferred to report that nearly one-tent I- 
of the distance either is paved or w il1 
he paved before another year roll- 
around. 
Using only a multiple of tw< 
to represent the other 112 counties 
it can be seen that a good part of tin 
road is or w ill be of a permanent tyi» 
of construction. 
The preparations being made for 
even greater progress along this line 
are highly gratifying to the officials of 
the Dixie highway association. 
Sev­ 
eral divisions of the thoroughfare are 
planning paved roads for their entire 
stretch, the most notable of these be­ 
ing the links from Chicago to Danville, 
111., from Toledo to Cincinnati, O.; 
from Jacksonville to Miami, Fla., and 
from Tallahassee to Bartow, Fla. 
The reports by states show that in 
seven o u tfit the eighteen counties o:

from the first school for baseball um ­ 
pires, April 12, the opening of the big 
league season. 
This class of 
graduates 
has been 
s e e d e d from a num ber of am ateurs 
and semi-professional um pires of this 
city. 
Only their experience obtained 
on local diam onds perm its them to 
take an exam ination, and in turn, if 
successfully passed, will carry with 
it a diploma of this school, the first 
of its kind in this country. Another 
and larger class consisting of thirty 
m em bers has gone through the win­ 
ter instruction, but will be required 
to com plete another y ear’s work un­ 
der the school tutors before they can 
he qualified to take the final exam i­ 
nation. 
T w enty men will take the exami­ 
nation today. 
How ard Renshaw, secretary of re­ 
creation to the park commission, who 
will have charge of the examination, 
stated that he was confident that 12 
of the 20 men in 
the 
class 
would 
pass. 
"W e realize th at the entire country 
will he w atching our experim ent, and 
for this reason the final test of these 
mon will be m ore severe this year, 
owing to their taking only a year’s 
course, than it will be in the years 
to come, when a two-year course will 
be necessary,” he said. 
“But all of 
these men have had experience of a 
certain 
type 
before 
entering 
this 
school, and in a way they were pre­ 
pared.” 
William H art, N ational league um ­ 
pire, was in charge of this y ear’s class 
and W illiam C arpenter, International 
league umpire, w as in charge of the 
class which will graduate next ' ear. 
Prof. R enshaw was placed in charge 
of this 
branch 
of 
the 
Cincinnati 
schools and the first enrollment num ­ 
bered 50. They were divided into two 
classes, those who had two y ears’ ex­ 
perience on the diamond being plac­ 
ed in the advanced class, which will 
be graduated this year. 
Those 
not 
having two 
y ears’ 
experience were 
placed in a class th a t will he gradu­ 
ated next year, and 
all 
new pupils 
will be required to take the two-year 
course. 
There 
w ere 
several 
experienced 
semi-professional 
and

minor 
league um pire, who, when the school 
first started, looked lightly upon the 
m ovem ent 
and 
refused 
to 
enroll. 
W hen the school was 
held 
and in­ 
structions given orally, with dem on­ 
strations in the open, these experi­ 
enced um pires were 
allowed 
to a t­ 
tend as onlookers, 
and 
it 
was not 
long before they all joined the class. 
Thom as Hanley,

um pire and for years considered the 
best semi-professional umpire in this

A few7 years ago municipal “clean 
ups” started as a Lad, but have oe- 
come recognized factors in the civic 
work of almost every progressive city 
and town throughout^ America.

nally a half day was designated as a 
particular time for every resident of 
the municipality—old and young, rich 
and poor—to wage energetic warfare 
on dirt and disorder. 
Then the reno­ 
vating period was lengthened to a day. 
Now it is not unusual to devote a 
whole wreek to the task and the orig­ 
inal scope has been 
broadened 
and 
now it is “clean up and paint up” and 
already this season some municipali­ 
ties have formed “clean-up leagues”

“The farmer who uses a cream sep­ 
arator obtains as much milk from four 
cows as is obtained from five cows 
where cream is raised in a pan,” says 
C. H. Eckles of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture. The separator method 
gets 25 per cent more cream from the 
milk and this will pay for a separator 
in a year in a dairy herd of ten or 
more cows. As the cream is separated 
while fresh and sweet, ripening can be 
controlled and butter of much better 
grade can be secured than lf the 
cream is raised by gravity. 
The use 
of a separator lightens the work for 
the housewife. 
The machine is kept 
in a small room adjoining the barn and 
only the separator parts are brought 
from the house. These, instead of nu­ 
merous pans and crocks, are returned 
to the kitchen for washing after the 
fresh skim milk has been fed to the 
calves and pigs. 
A well-made separator will last for 
years, in spite of the fact that it is put 
into service twice a day. The separa­ 
tor should run from four to six years 
without repairs, if reasonable care is 
used.
